June 15 to July 15, the in-between eeason before the harvest, ha® alvaye been 
the most difficult period for poorer farmers, who were very often forced to sell 
livestock, especially hogs, for lack of provisions. 

A farmer vho had cash paid an exorbitant price for one meter of rye, and one 
who h*d no money made payment in labor, usually in the busy harvesting season, 
in vhioh case his own farm Buffered . 

To prevent this situation in the future, the government is organising seasonal 
aid. Some 50,000 tons of rye, equivalent to more than one million zlotys, have 
been allotted for distribution. 

Needy peasants will receive 80 kilograms of flour and 15 kilograms of bran 
(equivalent to one meter of rye) or 40 kilograms of flour and 7*5 kilograms of 
bran (equivalent to one-half quintal), depending on clroumetanoes and the size 
of the family. 

Tor cash sales, flour and bran at reduced prices (10 - 15 percent below tho 
retail price) are available at the rural cooperatives. Credit will be extended 
to those vho do not have cash and prices will be the same. 

Persons availing themselves of credit will be required to have the ocMnalty 
vouch for their actual need and to get the approval of the Bural Administration 
of the Peasant Self Aid. 

It is estimated that the allotment of 50,000 tons will take care of 500,000 
peasant families during the most difficult period and- assure an average dally 
ration of one hulf. kllpgram of bread per person. The bran will be additional 
feed for the livestock. 

This program of government aid is to protect the peasantry from extortion
